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TRANSFORMED ORLIC FIRES FOR LAKERS 


South Melbourne defender, Nick Orlic. has 
made a remarkable turnaround from his 
disappointing 1995/96 season. 

The prized recruit made a slow start to life as a 
Laker, but this season has risen to become one of 
South's most resourceful players. 


Orlic joined South Melbourne midway through 
last season as one of the most highly regarded 
defenders in the Ericsson Cup, after 16 
appearances with UTS Olympic. 

An opportunity to move to Melbourne with his 
work as a graphic designer was jumped at by 
Orlic who then opted to continue his career with 
South Melbourne rather than the Melbourne 
Knights. 

Orlic also knocked back offers from Marconi 
and Sydney United to join South Melbourne. 
His slow start at South Melbourne resulted in a 
difficult time for Orlic who struggled at first to 
get used to life in Melbourne. That, added with a 
bout of the ‘flu and the fact that Olympic 
wouldn't let him train for six weeks because of a 
contractual wrangle, saw Orlic out of form. 


The former Sydney United and Parramatta 
Eagles player is the first to acknowledge that the 
1995/96 season is one he'd prefer to forget. 

“I came at a time when the club was under 
pressure and it was hard for everyone,” Orlic 
said. 

“I struggled at the beginning obviously. Moving 
down here took a lot longer to settle in than | 
thought. I was living out of a suitcase for a 
while.” 

Orlic is now over those problems and has been 
ene of South's biggest contributors to the 
positive form reversal in recent weeks. 

He has also been effective at the other end of the 
field, having scored four goals this season,

Orlic headed home against Sydney United and 
UTS Olympic and also scored a Round Four 
equaliser against Brisbane Strikers, and gave 
South the lead against West Adelaide. 

“It has to stop somewhere.” Orlic joked, 
referring to his scoring spree. 

“LT normally score a few gouls but this year the 
hunger is there. Pm a lot more hungry.” 

That hunger and desire to perform has come 
from Orlic’s pride in his new club and the 
inspiration from his gerifriend, Emmanuela. 


“She told me in the off-season to believe in 
myself. She’s one of the reasons I'm playing 
well.” 

Like all Laker recruits, Orlic is overwhelmed at 
having joined a club that consistently draws the 
biggest crowds and off the field 1s run in a most 
professional manner. 

“It’s probably the best club that I've been 
associated with,” Orlic said. 

“The committee especially, they've paid a hell 
of a lot of money for me and for them to keep 
their faith in me has been very supportive.” 
“The crowds are unbelievable - they are so vocal 
and passionate. There's nothing better than 
playing in front of 10,000 people.” 
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“Only at South Melbourne, can the team be third 
or fourth-last and play in front of 10,000 
people.” 

That lowly position is something South has now 
overcome. The side is now established as a 
genuine finals contender, even a championship 
threat. 

Orlic is aware that South must not become 
complacent following their recent turnaround 
from a sluggish start. 

“It's only early and if we get one loss, we're 
back in the hole.” Orlic said. 

“We have a very good team but we just need to 
blend like Sydney United have. They've been 
together for four years.” 

“It's just communication and we're starting to 
settle in. The more we'll play, the better we'll 
get.” 

Fausto De Amicis” brilliant performances have 
helped the South defence tighten up and the fine 
form of Mike Petkovic has kept opposition goals 
to a minimum. 

According to Orlic, most goals that South has 
conceded, were due to “stupid mistakes’ in the 
defence. 

The tightening of the backline has been a key 
factor behind South's revival. 

Orlic shows the optimism of his teammates and 
club officials as to the likely fortunes of the 
Lakeside team this season 


“LT reckon we can go all the way,” Orlic said. 
“We have nothing to fear except for Sydney 
United, but when we played them we weren't 
settled.” 


Orlic’s season has been one of his most 
rewarding since the Parramatta Eagles days 
when opposition forwards would struggle 
against the majestic defender. 

Francis Awaritefe, while at South, always found 
it hard difficult playing against Orlic when he 
was an Eagle. 

Apart from some disappointing losses, the major 
gut-wrenching point of the season so far was 
Orlic’s sending off at Wollongong. 


South were leading 1-0 at the time when referee 
Con Diomis sent Orlic off for an innocuous 
tussle with Wollongong’s Nick Joseski. 

Diomis was consequently heavily criticised for 
that decision which ultimately cost South the 
game, 

“How can the referee determine from 30 metres 
away that IT grabbed him (Joseski),”’ Orlic said. 
“We were winning 1-0 and doing it easy. That's 
another two points we’ ve dropped.” 

Orlic has risen to the challenge this season and 
has slotted in well in a backline that was letting 
South down early in the season. 


His inspired form reversal will continue as South 
maintains its charge towards the Ericsson Cup 
title.
